result the first official Ryder Cup 
Team matches w* re played at Wor­ 
cester. Mass., in 1927. 
Mr. Ryder at that time donated 
a cup which now bears his name, 
and it is for this cup that the golf­ 
ing representatives from the two 
countries biennially compete. 
.U n d e r term s of the deed of the 
gift laid down by Mr. Ryder, team s 
of the British P. G. A. and 
the 
American P. is- A. meet every two 
years, alternating between Great 
Britain and America, to compete 
for this trophy—the trophy being 
the symbol of expressing and pro­ 
moting a better understanding be- 
tween two great English-speaking 
nations through the
